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want  to  confess  something  to  you:  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  is  guilty  of  price 
fixing!  But  in  fixing  our  price,  the  only  college  we  consulted  was  our  own. 

This  issue  of  Profile  will  give  you  information  about  what  we  believe  to  be  a 
unique  new  plan  for  addressing  the  rising  cost  of  tuition.  The  plan  was  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  November  meeting.  This  strategy  to  create  a 
"fixed-rate"  for  tuition  increases  is  the  culmination  of  consistent  efforts  by  L-R 
to  address  this  national  problem. 

For  the  past  three  years,  Lenoir- Rhyne's  tuition  increases  have  been  well  below 
the  national  average.  In  spite  of  smaller-than-average  increases,  we  have  simul- 
taneously eliminated  extra  student  fees  for  things  like  telephone  service  and 
campus  medical  services.  Now  we  take  a  significant  new  step  to  help  students 
and  their  families  plan  for  and  afford  their  entire  four  years  of  college. 

All  students  enrolled  in  Lenoir-Rhynes  traditional  program  in  Fall,  1998  are 
guaranteed  that  their  tuition  for  the  subsequent  three  years  will  not  increase 
more  than  3%  annually,  no  matter  how  high  inflation  might  get. 

At  the  same  time,  the  college  will  maintain  its  strong  commitment  to  quality 
and  to  institutionally-funded  financial  aid.  This  plan  is  no  scam  which  gives 
with  one  hand  while  it  takes  back  with  another.  Nor  is  it  a  "bait-and-switch" 
approach  which  lowers  tuition  one  year  simply  to  raise  it  the  next.  It  also  guar- 
antees that  parents,  rather  than  the  college,  will  benefit  from  the  tuition  tax 
credit  provided  in  the  new  federal  laws. 

The  college  is  willing  to  take  this  risk  because,  as  we  have  shown,  we  are  seri- 
ous about  keeping  a  college  education  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  affordable  for  all 
students.  We  hope  to  help  relieve  some  of  the  anxiety  parents  and  students  feel 
about  financing  a  college  education. 

We  know  that  this  plan  does  not  make  college  cheap,  nor  does  it  make  paying 
for  college  easy.  That  still  requires  commitment  and  sacrifice.  Yet,  we  believe 
this  plan  shows  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  sees  itself  as  a  partner  with  students 
and  parents  in  the  commitment  to  make  an  excellent  independent  college  edu- 
cation a  real  possibility.

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Fixed-rate  tuition 

a  national  first 


Ienoir-Rhyne  College  will  offer 
"fixed-rate"  tuition  increases 
beginning  next  fall,  in  a  plan 
that  is  believed  to  be  unique  in 
the  nation. 
J       Under  the  plan,  all  stu- 
I  dents  enrolled  in  fall  1998 
^m  will  have  a  tuition  of 
$11,950.  This  tuition  will  not  rise 
more  than  three  percent,  or  $359,  in 
1999.  The  same  process  of  an  increase 
limited  to  three  percent  will  occur  for 
these  students  until  their  graduation, 
so  long  as  they  remain  continuously 
enrolled.  It  can  be  likened  to  "locking 
in"  a  financing  plan  as  consumers  do 
for  home  mortgages. 

"We  have  heard  what  our  students 
and  families  want  and  have  tried  to 
respond  positively,"  said  President 
Ryan  LaHurd.  "We  have  also  heard 
the  concerns  of  faculty  and  staff  to 
make  our  pricing  more  affordable  to 
our  traditional  market.  The  adminis- 
tration worked  closely  with  faculty 
who  have,  for  some  time,  expressed 
the  desire  to  make  an  L-R  education 
more  affordable.  We  then  worked 
together  to  develop  this  plan  to  vol- 
untarily limit  tuition  so  families  can 
plan  on  costs  that  are  predictable  and, 
in  the  long  run,  more  affordable." 

L-R's  enrollment  is  slightly  above 
1,600,  with  about  1,200  full-time  day 
students. 

"We  realize  the  difficulty  that 
'adjustable-rate'  tuition  causes  for  stu- 
dents' and  families'  budgeting  to 
cover  college  costs.  We  have  tried  to 
come  up  with  a  plan  that  will  make 
their  financial  planning  easier,"  said 
LaHurd.  "The  college  is  assuming  the 
risks  of  significant  increases  in  infla- 
tion that  might  occur  in  the  future." 
He  added  that  while  recent  federal 
tax  legislation  will  bring  some  cost  ben- 
efits for  families,  L-R  is  taking  simulta- 
neous voluntary  action  to  curtail  costs, 
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noting  that  "there  is  a  concern  that 
some  colleges  may  raise  tuition  to  reap 
some  of  the  benefits  of  the  tax  break. 
We  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  have  publicly 
committed  to  not  doing  that." 

The  college  is  also  maintaining  its 
long-held  commitment  to  financial 
aid  to  make  an  excellent  private  col- 
lege education  available  to  students  of 
all  income  levels.  "We  are  in  no  way 
eliminating  or  reducing  our  financial 
aid  packages  to  students  to  make  this 
new  plan  work,"  LaHurd  pointed  out.

The  fixed-rate  increase  applies  only 
to  tuition;  it  does  not  include  room 
and  board.  By  college  policy,  all  fresh- 
men and  sophomores  must  live  on 
campus.  However,  college  officials  do 
not  expect  room  and  board  costs  to 
rise  significantly,  either. 

Skip  Duhlstine,  vice  president  for 
administration  and  finance,  pointed 
out  that  while  L-R's  tuition  has  been 
below  the  average  for  private  colleges 
over  the  past  several  years,  "We  are 
taking  this  a  step  further  by  making 
tuition  predictable.  On  average,  pri- 
vate colleges  raised  tuition  about  5.6 
percent  per  year  from  1994  to  1997. 
L-R's  tuition  rose  approximately  4.2 
percent  for  that  period." 

Last  summer,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
received  recognition  from  Critical 
Comparisons  of  American  Colleges 
&  Universities  by  receiving  a  Good 
Work!  Award.  That  award  spotlighted 


L-R's  "good  work"  and  long-term 
commitment  to  offer  highly  competi- 
tive educational  services  and  resources 
at  a  reasonable  cost.  L-R  was  one  of 
only  two  institutions  so  honored  in 
the  Carolinas.  Similarly,  Lenoir-Rhyne 
has  been  listed  in  the  1997  edition  of 
Barron's  Best  Buys  in  College  Education. 

"The  Lenoir-Rhyne  plan  is  different 
because  it's  a  four-year  commitment. 
It's  not  just  a  short-term  gimmick  that 
we'll  have  to  take  back  next  year  or 
offer  just  to  the  freshman  class," 
Duhlstine  said. 

A  few  colleges  have  received 
national  attention  for  lowering  their 
tuition  by  20  percent  or  more.  How- 
ever, some  have  later  raised  it  by  as 
much  as  15  percent. 

"The  trend  of  rising  tuition  dis- 
courages many  from  considering 
post-secondary  education,  much  less 
attending  a  private  college  such  as 
Lenoir-Rhyne,"  Duhlstine  said. 

"By  offering  this  fixed-rate  plan,  we 
encourage  prospective  students  to  take 
a  closer  look  at  the  kind  of  nurturing 
atmosphere  we  have  here,  but  are  also 
telling  our  existing  students  that  'we 
want  you  here  and  we're  going  to 
make  it  easier  for  you  to  stay'  "  said 
the  Rev.  Dr.  William  Milholland, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Tim  Jackson,  director  of  Admis- 
sions, said  that  the  plan  may  attract 
more  students  to  the  college.  "If  that 
happens,  we'll  make  room  for  them," 
he  says.  "We  experienced  a  30  percent 
increase  in  freshmen  this  past  fall  and 
accommodated  them  on  campus. 
Families  have  always  been  drawn  to 
L-R  by  the  academic  programs  and 
caring  atmosphere.  We've  always 
offered  significant  financial  aid 
resources;  now  we're  adding  the  final 
piece:  a  promise  to  keep  costs  stable, 
which  should  make  L-R  even  more 
attractive."  □

In  search  of  clarity  &  passion

ill  Roman  Catholics  and 
Lutherans  ever  put  their 
differences  aside? 

It's  a  question  that's 
troubled  Western  Chris- 
tianity since  Martin 
Luther's  day.  Yet,  his 
actions — and  differences — 
have  divided  Lutherans  and  Roman 
Catholics  since  the  16th  century. 
However,  since  1993,  the  two  factions 
have  been  sitting  down  in  civil  debate 
and  in  some  cases  agreement  on  what 
Luther  and  Thomas  Aquinas,  Catholi- 
cism's leading  theologian,  had  to  say 
about  God,  the  Bible,  life  and  all  the 
rest. 

The  Aquinas/Luther  Conference, 
held  each  November,  has  brought 
leading  thinkers  from  North  America 
and  Europe  to  stop  and  think  about 
what  the  two  actually  had  in  common 
— which,  in  fact,  may  be  more  than 
many  realize  or  wish  to  admit. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Michael  McDaniel,  for- 
mer bishop  of  the  N.C.  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  Amer- 
ica (ELCA),  is  the  driving  force  behind 
the  annual  event.  And  now,  after  five 
years,  the  conference  is  eagerly  antici- 
pated by  theologians  as  well  as  area  lay 
people,  draws  a  national  audience  and 
may  have  its  first  "publication"  of 
papers  later  this  year. 

"The  fact  of  the  matter  is,  Luther 
and  Aquinas  were  not  all  that  far 
apart,"  McDaniel  says,  quoting  Dr. 
Herman  Pesch,  a  leading  German  the- 
ologian who  was  among  the  presen- 
ters in  1993.  In  fact,  Pesch  and  others 
think  that  had  the  13th  century  Ital- 
ian monk  and  16th  century  priest 
known  each  other,  they  would  have 
been  "friendly  colleagues." 

Such  thought  is  the  heart  of  ecu- 
menism, which  is  the  whole  point 
behind  the  conference.  But  just  as 
Wittenberg,  Germany,  might  have 
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seemed  an  unlikely  place  to  start  a 
theological  revolution  in  1516,  so 
Hickory,  N.C,  may  seem  a  bit  out  of 
the  way  to  start  a  movement  to 
reunite  the  churches. 

Why  Lenoir- Rhyne?  The  answer 
lies  with  McDaniel  himself,  who  was 
at  a  crossroads  of  his  own  in  1991. 
Then  bishop  of  the  N.C.  Synod,  he 
says  Dr.  Rufus  Moretz  '61  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  encouraged  him  to  not  run  for 
re-election  but  to  return  to  L-R  and 
teach.  McDaniel  pondered  the  offer 
and  after  much  soul-searching,  he 
agreed  to  teach  half  time  and  start 
and  direct  the  new  Center  for  The- 
ology the  rest  of  the  time.

"I  saw  this  as  a  new  call  to  min- 
istry," says  McDaniel,  who  had  taught 
religion  at  L-R  from  1971-82  before 
being  elected  bishop.  "My  real  inter- 
est, after  all,  is  in  education,  but  I 
wanted  to  be  more  than  a  teacher.  My 
agenda  for  life  has  long  been  to  live 
with  adventure  and  courageous  joy," 
a  motto,  he  says,  derived  from  St. 
Paul's  trilogy  of  faith,  hope  and  love. 
"The  faith  is  the  joy  part,  the  hope  is 
courage  and  love  is  always  an  adven- 
ture," he  adds. 

"I  thought  that  in  doing  this  (Cen- 
ter), I  could  wake  people  up  through 
clarity  and  passion.  I've  used  that  in  my 
marriage  and  as  my  life's  goals,  really." 
McDaniel  teamed  with  Dr.  Larry  Yoder 
'65,  Moretz  and  his  mother,  the  late 
Opal  Moretz  '62,  who  was  among  the 
first  to  help  with  ELCA  grants  for  the 
Center.  "I  prayed  and  the  money 
seemed  to  come  in,"  McDaniel  says. 


In  total,  he  received  some  $30,000  in 
start-up  gifts  from  various  church  peo- 
ple and  Lutheran  Brotherhood. 

On  Nov.  22,  1991,  the  Center  for 
Theology  was  inaugurated  as  a  "place 
for  electricity"  within  the  church,  he 
says.  While  the  Center  has  helped  fos- 
ter a  variety  of  programs  including  col- 
loquia,  pastoral  study  sessions,  the 
Theology  Society  for  students,  the  cen- 
terpiece is  by  far  the  Aquinas/Luther 
Conference.  That  too,  came  about 
through  a  revelation  to  McDaniel. 

From  his  seminary  days,  McDaniel 
had  always  enjoyed  reading  Thomas 
Aquinas'  works  for  their  brevity,  preci- 
sion and  clarity  as  the  chief  theologian 
of  Roman  Catholicism.  And,  of  course, 
Martin  Luther's  writings  appealed  to 
him  for  their  passion.  Earlier,  he,  as 
N.C.  bishop  along  with  Catholic  Bish- 
ops Joseph  Gosman  of  Raleigh  and 
John  Donoghue  of  Charlotte  had 
signed  the  historic  North  Carolina 
Covenant,  agreeing  that  Lutherans 
and  Roman  Catholics  would  listen  to 
one  another,  try  to  understand,  pray 
together  and  be  friends  "and  let  the 
Holy  Spirit  act." 

"I  told  my  wife  Marjorie  at  the 
breakfast  table  one  morning  in  1992, 
'I  need  something  really  worth  doing. 
To  really  make  a  contribution  to 
Christian  reunion,  not  just  for 
Lutherans  and  Catholics." 

At  one  point  in  the  conversation, 
Mrs.  McDaniel  told  her  husband, 
"The  clarity  of  Aquinas  and  the  pas- 
sion of  Luther  ought  to  be  brought 
together."  And,  McDaniel,  says,  "I 
knew  I  had  it." 

He  immediately  called  Pesch,  who 
encouraged  him  as  did  other  theolo- 
gians including  Dr.  Harding  Meyer 
of  Strasbourg,  France,  who  would 
become  a  presenter  at  the  first  confer- 
ence in  1993.  One  important  call  to 
Dr.  George  Lindbeck  at  Yale  truly 
sparked  McDaniel's  verve  to  work 
toward  Aquinas/Luther. 
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Dr.  Michael 
McDaniel,  former 
N.C.  bishop,  has  led 
Lenoir-Rhyne  into 
the  theological 
limelight. 


"I  didn't  think  he'd  give  me,  a 
synod  bishop,  the  time  of  day,  but  he 
was  very  gracious  and  open,  and  he 
agreed  that  I  was  onto  something.  No 
one  else,  he  said,  was  really  trying  to 
compare  the  writings  of  Aquinas  and 
Luther  in  this  way."  Lindbeck  accept- 
ed an  invitation  to  speak  at  the  first 
conference  in  1993. 

Bishop  James  Crumley,  of  the  for- 
mer Lutheran  Church  in  America,  was 
another  guiding  force  who  has  attend- 
ed four  of  the  five  conferences.  He  sees 
the  conference  as  an  important  initia- 
tive toward  Christian  reconciliation. 

"This  is  a  free  conference  that's  not 
sanctioned  by  the  church,  so  that 
makes  it  unique  in  many  ways,"  he 
says.  "But  I  think  Bishop  McDaniel's 
relationships  with  leaders  of  the  Luth- 
eran, Episcopal  and  Roman  Catholic 
churches  and  other  denominations 
have  really  made  this  dialogue  possi- 
ble. He  has  cemented  an  important 
part  of  the  ecumenical  movement — 
the  forward-looking  initiative  we  know 
as  the  Aquinas/Luther  Conference." 

Crumley,  a  presenter  at  the  1993 
conference,  says  he  has  been  impressed 
by  the  exceptional  quality  of  scholar- 
ship presented. 

"McDaniel  and  Yoder  bring  to  this 
event  some  of  the  finest  work  in  the 
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areas  of  Aquinas  and  Luther  and  the 
underlying  ecumenical  movement," 
he  says. 

But  why  such  an  event  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne? 

"Well,  I  suppose  they  said  the  same 
thing  about  Bethlehem,"  chuckles 
McDaniel.  "The  truth  is,  we  have  the 
relationships,  and  I  feel  that  God  has 
led  us  to  perform  this  task,  this  min- 
istry here  or  this  wouldn't  be  happen- 
ing. Thanks  to  people  like  Harding 
Meyer,  who  was  most  helpful  in 
showing  us  how  to  run  such  a  confer- 
ence, and  the  many  supporters  and 
speakers,  we've  built  up  a  firm  foun- 
dation from  all  over  the  country  and 
even  outside  the  U.S. 

"God  expects  us  to  build  on  the 
good  feelings  we  already  have  between 
Lutherans  and  Catholics  in  this  area 
(North  Carolina),"  McDaniel  asserts. 
"I  believe  that  God  chose  this  place 
and  this  time.  It  happens  to  be  now  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne." 

The  college  benefits,  too,  from  the 
exposure.  In  five  years,  McDaniel 
says,  the  conference  has  drawn  partic- 
ipants and  scholars  from  throughout 
the  United  States,  Canada  and  West- 
ern Europe.  The  hospitality  and  the 
intellectual  climate  of  the  conference 
gives  the  college  wide  exposure.  He 


doesn't  have  to  "sell"  speakers  on 
coming  to  Hickory. 

"Only  one  speaker  has  turned  me 
down  and  that  was  because  of  time; 
he's  already  committed  to  write  the 
biography  of  John  Paul  II." 

Through  the  discussions  since 
1993,  much  has  been  found  to  say  that 
Aquinas  and  Luther  were  together  on 
many  basics,  such  as  the  authority  of 
the  Bible,  a  Godly  life  and  spirituality. 
But  if  there  are  two  issues  that  divide 
the  denominations,  it's  the  infallibility 
of  the  Pope  and  the  veneration  of  Mary. 

"Protestants  just  have  a  hard  time 
with  those,"  McDaniel  says.  "But,"  he 
concedes,  "who  knows?  The  Berlin 
Wall  fell  suddenly.  I  don't  know  how 
or  when  all  of  the  differences  will  be 
settled,  but  we  do  at  least  get  together 
and  talk  and  some  light  does  shine 
through." 

Next,  says  McDaniel,  is  the  antici- 
pated publication  of  papers  from  the 
conferences,  which  will  be  either 
through  a  theological  book  publisher 
or  a  journal.  Video  and  audio  tapes  of 
all  five  conferences  are  already  avail- 
able through  the  Center  for  Theology.

Winds  of  War 

swept  couple  from  Europe's  ashes  t-/ 


to  pursue  the  American  Dream.

It's  been  more  than  50  years 
since  young  Arvo  Ederma 
(ED'urmuh)  fled  from  Estonia 
into  war- torn  Germany.  The 
year  was  1944,  and  the  Red 
Army  was  about  to  invade  the 
Baltic  Republics.  With  just  the 
few  belongings  they  could 
carry  in  a  suitcase,  his  family  fled 
south  to  escape  the  war. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Kikas  family, 
also  fleeing  Estonia,  crowded  into  one 
of  Germany's  DP  camps*  where  they 
remained  through  much  of  the  war. 
By  the  late  1940s,  daughter  Miriam 
had  been  accepted  into  the  music 
conservatory  at  Stuttgart.  Eventually 
she  earned  a  three-year  scholarship  to 
a  place  called  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
in  America. 

Meanwhile,  the  Edermas  had  been 

*Displaccd  Persons  camps,  set  up  to  accom- 
modate refugees  during  and  after  the  war 
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moving  back  and  forth 
between  Russian  occupations  of 
Estonia  and  DP  camps  in  Ger- 
many. By  the  end  of  the  war, 
Arvo  found  himself  "one  of 
those  refugees  you  see  in  the 
movies,  trudging  along  the  road 
with  an  overcoat  and  a  suitcase." 

More  than  once,  he  tried  to 
break  through  the  American  front, 
saying  he  was  an  Estonian  fleeing 
the  Soviets. 

"No,  go  back!  Haven't  you  heard 
the  good  news?"  the  Americans  asked 
him.  "You  can  go  back  to  Estonia.  The 
Russians  have  liberated  your  country" 

"Ha,"  Arvo  laughs,  remembering. 
"They  had  no  idea  what  life  would  be 
like  under  the  Communists."  Success 
came  at  last,  however.  He  finally 
broke  through  the  western  front  by 
posing  as  a  German  refugee. 

By  war's  end,  Arvo  enrolled  at  the 
University  of  Hamburg  and  Baltic  Uni- 
versity to  study  medicine.  At  about 
the  same  time,  his  older  brother  Heinz 
was  selected  to  receive  a  scholarship 
from  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  which  he 
had  learned  about  through  the  Luther- 
an World  Federation  and  his  father's 
connections  as  a  Lutheran  pastor. 

Although  scholarships  had  come 
through  for  both  Heinz  and  Miriam, 
the  two  families  had  not  yet  met. 

It  wasn't  until  1949  that  the  elder 
Estonian  expatriates  began  talking 
while  interned  in  a  DP  camp  near 
Bremen,  Germany.  Before  long,  they 
realized  they  had  children  about  the 
same  age,  children  who  were  at 
Lenoir-Rhyne. 

"There  was  no  future  in  Germany," 
says  Miriam.  By  the  summer  of  1949, 
she  had  learned  English  well  and  gain- 
ing passage  to  America  made  perfect 


sense.  Within  a  few  weeks  of  arriving 
in  Hickory,  she  received  a  letter  from 
her  parents,  encouraging  her  to  look 
up  a  young  man,  Heinz  Ederma  '5 1 , 
who  was  studying  biochemistry. 

As  it  turned  out,  Heinz  received 
the  same  kind  of  letter  from  his  par- 
ents. The  couple  met  and  began  dat- 
ing. Miriam  also  noticed  his  younger 
brother,  Arvo,  who  had  accompanied 
Heinz  to  Hickory. 

"I  wasn't  a  student,  Heinz  was  the 
one  who  had  the  scholarship,"  Arvo 
says,  laughing.  "I  didn't  know  any 
English."  He  did,  however,  know  how 
to  work  hard.  He  roomed  with  the 
Tuttle  family,  cleaned  house  for  them 
and  eventually  landed  a  job  stocking 
machines  for  Tom's  Toasted  Peanuts. 

"My  boss  just  motioned  to  me 
what  I  was  to  do  and  I  followed  his 
instructions,  though  I  still  was  just 
learning  the  language,"  he  says. 

Dean  Everett  Sox  '26  and  his  wife 
Pauline  '31  befriended  Miriam.  "She 
was  like  a  mother  to  me,"  she  recalls, 
eventually  sewing  dresses  for  her. 
Meanwhile,  the  Rev.  Franklin  Cauble 
'26,  pastor  of  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran 
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Arxo  and  Miriam  Ederma  were  on  cam- 
pus for  their  45th  class  reunion  at  Home- 
coming. They  also  visited  Dean  and  Mrs. 
Sox  and  Herman  Sipe  at  the  Lutheran 
Home,  Hickory. 


"I  was  paid  50  cents  an  hour  to 
carry  bricks,"  Ederma  recalls.  He  and 
Heinz  also  helped  with  the  Fritz  Hall 
building  project. 

Being  an  international  student  in 
the  early  '50s  was  something  of  a  nov- 
elty, and  his  broken  English  and  his 
unusual  accent  threw  a  few  locals. 

"They'd  ask  me  where  I  was  from 
and  I'd  say  Estonia.  Then  they'd  say, 
'Oh,  I  have  a  cousin  who  lives  in 
Gastonia.'  " 

By  the  time  Arvo  and  Miriam  were 
dating,  their  families  had  emigrated 
to  the  United  States,  though  Miriam's 
father  was  detained  at  Ellis  Island  for 


Church,  had  plans  for  Arvo.  Since  the 
Ederma  brothers  were  so  short  on 
cash,  Cauble  talked  Arvo  into  travel- 
ing with  him  to  various  Lutheran 
churches  and  service  clubs  to  give 
speeches  on  what  his  life  had  been 
like  in  war-torn  Europe.  Arvo  focused 
particularly  on  his  family's  escape 
from  Communism,  how  he  looked 
forward  to  a  better  life  in  America  and 
how  some  extra  money  for  college 
would  come  in  handy.  Miriam  was 
recruited  to  play  classical  piano  as  the 
offering  plate  was  being  passed.  The 
collection  plate  filled  quickly. 

Before  long,  Arvo  enrolled  at  L-R 
and  roomed  with  his  brother  in  High- 
land Hall.  In  summers,  the  brothers 
worked  for  Herman  Sipe  Construction 
Company,  contractor  for  L-R  building 
projects  that  included  St.  Andrew's 
Lutheran  Church  built  in  1950. 
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"He  had  a  condition  that  appeared 
to  be  tuberculosis  and  they  wouldn't 
let  him  off  the  island,"  Miriam  recalls. 
"I  remember  going  to  see  him  our 
first  Christmas  here,  and  it  was  so 
sad.  He  had  been  a  judge  in  Estonia 
and  earlier  a  comptroller  for  the 
Trans-Siberian  Railroad  back  in  Rus- 
sia. This  turn  of  events  was  very  hard 
on  him."  But,  she  says,  his  age  and 
the  war  had  taken  their  toll.  Happily, 
Kikas  was  eventually  released  and 
Miriam's  parents  settled  in  New  York. 
Arvo's  parents  moved  to  Los  Angeles, 
where  his  father  assumed  a  pastorate. 

Arvo  received  his  degree  in  biol- 
ogy in  1952,  the  same  year  Miriam 
graduated  with  a  bachelor's  in  music. 
She  went  on  to  study  at  the  Juilliard 
School  in  New  York,  while  Arvo 


enrolled  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill  to  work 
toward  a  master's  in  parasitology. 
They  married  in  1954  and  eventually 
had  three  children  including  Karen 
Ederma  Lee  79  of  Hickory.  In  1957, 
he  graduated  from  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine. 

When  the  Selective  Service  System 
came  calling  for  this  new  U.S.  citizen, 
he  opted  for  the  Public  Health  Service. 
He  and  his  wife,  who  by  this  time  was 
taking  piano  students  privately  and 
today  still  substitute  teaches  in  public 
schools,  enjoyed  what  became  a  33- 
year  career,  working  primarily  with 
Hansen's  disease  (leprosy)  in  the 
Carville,  La.,  compound.  As  deputy 
director,  he  oversaw  the  only  facility 
of  its  type  which  provides  research, 
treatment,  rehabilitation,  surgery  and 
worldwide  training  for  medical  staff 
who  deal  with  leprosy  patients.  In 
1976,  Lenoir- Rhyne  honored  him 
with  the  Distinguished  Alumnus 
Award  for  his  work  in  this  area. 

"After  all  these  years,  we  still  don't 
know  how  it  is  contracted,"  explains 
Ederma.  (Ninety-five  percent  of  the 
world  population  is  immune  to  the 
disease,  which  is  caused  by  a  bacillus 
much  like  TB.) 

After  his  retirement,  he  served  five 
years  with  OSHA,  doing  medical  sur- 
veillance for  some  1 ,500  inspectors 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Would  they  come  to  America  and 
do  it  all  again? 

"Yes,"  says  Miriam.  Though  they 
have  returned  to  their  native  land 
twice  now,  they  wouldn't  live  there 
again.  "This  is  home,  here  in  the  U.S. 
We  could  recognize  a  little  bit  of 
things  from  the  old  days,  but  the 
destruction  from  the  war  and  45 
years  of  occupation  by  the  Soviets 
much  has  changed." 

And  now,  nearly  50  years  after  they 
arrived  in  Hickory,  both  are  quick  to 
add  that  they  owe  their  good  life  to 
some  caring  people  at  Lenoir-Rhyne — 
Dean  Sox  and  Pastor  Cauble. 

"Everybody  was  so  nice  to  us,"  she 
says.  "Thanks  to  those  two  and  others 
like  Thelma  Rast — she  was  one  of  my 
favorite  professors — we  are  where  we 
are  today.  They  cared  about  us  and 
saw  that  we  were  provided  for,  that 
we  stayed  here  and  finished  school. 
Thanks  to  L-R,  we  are  enjoying  a  suc- 
cessful life."  □

these  walls,  you  recall  the  sense  of  the  joint  effort  between  the  Alumni 
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Association  and  Career  Services  helps 
students  prepare  for  the  working 
world.  An  integral  part  of  this  pro- 
gram is  GEN  410,  a  course  devised 
and  recommended  by  the  Alumni 
Association. 

Debra  Eckard,  a  rising  junior  from 
Conover,  explains. 

"This  class  gets  you  ready  to  pre- 
sent yourself  in  a  professional  work- 
place, polish  up  your  skills.  It  lets  you 
work  through  and  wear  off  some  of 
your  nervousness  about  entering  the 
job  market."  Originally  from  Brevard, 
Eckard  is  a  non-traditional  student. 
After  working  in  Hickory  furniture 
factories  for  more  than  20  years,  this 
wife,  mother  and  grandmother  was 
injured  in  a  motorcycle  accident 
that  left  her  unable  to  do  manual 
labor.  That's  when  she  turned  to 
L-R  with  the  intent  of  studying 
business  administration. 

"There's  so  much  around  Hick- 
ory I'd  been  missing,"  she  said. 
"There  are  banks,  industries, 
hospitals,  all  sorts  of  businesses. 
Now,  with  my  education,  I 
can  see  things  from  a  different 
angle,  from  management's 
perspective." 

"Help  from  the  alumni  puts 
you  five  steps  ahead.  It's  one 
of  the  best  advantages  of  the 
program.  They  don't  feel 
obligated — to  just  go  through 
the  motions,"  Eckard  said. 
"Everyone  I've  talked  to  has 
been  great.  They  help  you 
with  your  resumes,  even 
passing  them  on  if  they 
think  you  are  right  for  their  company. 
You  can  get  your  foot  in  the  door  in 
places  that  wouldn't  give  you  a  sec- 
ond look  if  you  just  walked  in  off  the 
street.  It  allows  you  to  take  a  look  at 
many  different  fields  to  decide  which 
one  is  right  for  you." 

Eckard  has  interviewed  with  several 
alumni  in  the  pharmaceutical  sales 
field  and  shadowed  Jill  Harbinson,  '84, 
of  Aid  Association  for  Lutherans.  "She 
showed  me  how  she  got  started,  how 
she  runs  her  business,  everything.  I 
felt  like  I  could  ask  her  anything." 

In  addition  to  providing  informa- 
tion about  their  own  jobs,  if  the  alum- 
ni think  you  have  the  right  qualifica- 
tions, they  will  pass  your  resume  on  to 
the  appropriate  person  at  their  place  of 
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business.  Those  working  out  of  state 
can  offer  information  on  the  job  mar- 
ket and  cost  of  living  in  their  areas. 

"Networking,  networking,  network- 
ing," Eckard  says  with  a  laugh,  "that's 
one  thing  my  instructor  Dr.  Dale  King 
stresses.  You  never  know  who  you 
might  meet  and  what  connections 
they  might  have."  As  a  result  of  taking 
King's  advice,  Eckard  has  met  a  num- 
ber of  local  business  people  through 
Chamber  of  Commerce  events. 

"After  all  this,  I  want  to  get  the 
best  job  I  can,"  she  said.  "I  think  with 
all  the  help  from  the  alumni,  I've  got 
a  pretty  good  chance  of  finding  some- 
thing that  suits  me." 

Alumni  Admissions 

Designed  to  get  alumni  actively 
involved  in  student  recruitment,  this 
program  has  70  Alumni  Admissions 
Associates  who've  adopted  more  than 
100  high  schools  in  North  and  South 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Penn- 
sylvania and  Florida. 

Associates  attend  college  fairs,  help 
with  admissions-sponsored  social 
activities  and  are  willing  to  be  a  local 
resource  for  high  school  students 
interested  in  attending  L-R. 

"I  got  involved  with  this  program 
because  I  had  such  a  positive  experi- 
ence at  Lenoir- Rhyne,"  said  Jennifer 
Thompson  '87,  originally  from  New 
Jersey,  now  living  in  Exton,  Penn., 
near  Philadelphia.  "Coming  from  the 
north,  I  had  trouble  adjusting  to  the 
area  at  first,  but  that  soon  changed." 

"By  talking  to  students  I  met 
through  my  church,  I  found  that  was 
also  a  barrier  for  them  when  they  were 
considering  going  to  school  out  of 
state.  This  way,  I  can  share  how  good, 
how  accommodating  Lenoir-Rhyne 
really  is." 

She  has  personally  recruited  stu- 
dents through  her  hometown  church 
and  high  school  and  has  spoken  to  a 
number  of  students  in  Lancaster,  near 
the  area  where  she  now  lives.  She  says 
that  while  students  are  often  hesitant 
about  phoning  her,  many  are  more 
comfortable  communicating  through 
e-mail. 

Her  current  job  as  director  of  well- 
ness at  St.  Joseph  Hospital  gives  her 
the  opportunity  to  interact  with  coach- 
es and  guidance  counselors,  which 
helps  her  to  pass  on  information  about 
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Annual  Fund 
Update 

Tuition  covers  only  75  percent  of 
the  costs  to  educate  an  L-R  stu- 
dent; the  Annual  Fund  and  other 
gifts  from  alumni,  parents,  friends, 
faculty,  staff  and  corporations 
make  up  the  rest. 

Alumni  participation  in  the 
Annual  Fund  now  stands  at  21 
percent,  well  behind  other  bench- 
mark institutions.  Participation 
remains  a  critical  factor  in  deter- 
mining external  funding  sources 
willing  to  support  the  college.  The 
goal  this  year  is  24  percent. 

The  spring  phonathon  con- 
cludes Feb.  26  and  all  Annual 
Fund  donors  to  date  will  be  listed 
in  the  press  proof  in  early  April. 

The  President's  Society  was 
established  last  fall  to  recognize  the 
college's  leadership  donors  to  the 
Annual  Fund  who  have  made  gen- 
erous investments  in  the  college 
through  unrestricted  annual  gifts 
of  $1,000  or  more.  These  donors 
in  1997-98  will  be  designated  char- 
ter members.

Scholarships 

A  child  or  grandchild  of  an  alum- 
nus automatically  receives  the  Legacy 
Scholarship,  a  yearly  tuition  discount 
of  $1,000. 

The  $1,000  Alumni  Scholarship, 
given  to  four  students  each  year,  is 
supported  by  the  Alumni  Association 
Endowment  Fund.  Each  year,  the 
association  board  of  directors  allo- 
cates money  from  their  budget  to  add 
to  the  principal  of  the  fund,  which 
now  stands  at  more  than  $58,000. 

The  $1,500  Distinguished  Alum- 
nus Scholarship  is  given  to  a  rising 
senior  each  year. 

Faculty  Professional  Development 

This  program  provides  grants  to 
faculty  members,  enabling  them  to 
broaden  their  skills  through  attending 
professional  conferences,  presenting 
papers  or  doing  research  off  campus. 

Some  of  the  most  recent  recipients: 


John  Fogarty,  professor  of  history,  a 
visit  to  Mayan  archaeological  sites  in 
Belize  and  Guatemala;  Dr.  Ben  Jud- 
kins,  associate  professor  of  sociology, 
a  stay  in  England  to  research  occupa- 
tional health  problems;  Dr.  Eileen 
Parsons,  assistant  professor  of  educa- 
tion, to  present  her  paper  on  elemen- 
tary school  teachers'  attitudes  toward 
science  at  the  National  Association  of 
Researchers  in  Science  Teaching  in 
San  Diego;  and  Dr.  Robert  Winter, 
associate  professor  of  art,  to  present 
his  paper,  "Aesthetic  Trends  After  the 
'60s  in  Visual  Arts,"  at  the  Sorbonne. 

Other  projects 

A  variety  of  student/alumni  activi- 
ties are  scheduled  throughout  the 
year.  These  include  a  welcoming  gift 
for  freshmen,  a  gift  to  the  senior  class 
and  their  commencement  reception, 
among  other  social  events. 

The  Pep  Band  was  reborn  through 
the  initiative  of  the  association.  They 
supplied  shirts  and  a  portion  of  the 
stipend  for  the  first  two  years. 

This  past  holiday  season,  the  alum- 
ni chapters  from  Catawba  and  Burke 
counties  toured  New  York  City.  A  trip 
to  Europe  is  planned  for  summer. 

Class  reunions  are  held  during 
Homecoming  for  the  landmark  years 
of  five,  10,  25,  40  and  50.  The  Golden 
Bears  and  activity-related  reunions, 
such  as  individual  athletic  teams,  are 
also  planned  each  year. 

"As  far  as  I'm  concerned,  a  good 
Alumni  Association  is  the  best  public 
relations  we  can  have,"  said  Henry 
Freeze,  '49,  chair  of  the  Statesville 
chapter.  "It  is  one  of  the  best  recruit- 
ment tools.  People  see  us  getting 
together,  having  a  good  time  and  recall 
what  Lenoir-Rhyne  means."  Freeze, 
chapter  chair  since  1991,  knows  how 
to  run  a  successful  chapter  meeting. 

"We  have  good  social  meetings,  don't 
ask  for  money,  have  a  short  program 
with  a  speaker  who  has  something 
worthwhile  to  say  and  charge  a  reason- 
able price  for  dinner.  That's  the  secret." 

The  Alumni  Association  has  21 
chapters  around  the  U.S.,  each  meet- 
ing at  least  once  a  year.  The  associa- 
tion is  funded  through  the  Annual 
Fund:  $2  per  donor,  plus  two  percent 
of  total  unrestricted  funds.  These 
funds  are  managed  by  the  association's

Claremont  mayor  a  grassroots  guy 


Mayor  Glenn  Morrison 

HICKORY — It's  a  state  record  and  possibly  a  world  one  as  well:  Glenn 
Morrison's  landslide  write-in  win  as  mayor  of  Claremont. 

Morrison  had  no  idea  that  his  fellow  citizens  were  fast  at  work  to 
elect  him  mayor  of  the  town  of  880.  But  last  Nov.  5,  he  woke  up  as 
his  town's  mayor-elect  in  a  secret,  grassroots  write-in  campaign.  The 
final  tally:  73  percent  of  the  vote. 

Morrison,  who  says  he's  "not  into  politics,"  was  thrust  into  a 
media  frenzy,  appearing  on  Charlotte  TV  and  the  AP  wire.  He's  even 
received  interview  requests  from  as  far  as  the  Comedy  Hour  Network 
in  New  York.  (He  turned  that  request  down.) 

His  popular  draft  has  been  a  bit  unsettling  for  a  down-to-earth  guy 
like  Morrison.  "I'll  go  out  to  eat  now  and  people  will  come  up  to  tell 
me  about  this  or  that." 

The  reluctant  candidate,  who  is  also  marketing  and  recruiting 
director  for  Catawba  Transportation  Group,  had  been  asked  to  run 
earlier,  but  had  declined.  And  Morrison  had,  in  turn,  approached 
local  business  owners  about  running  for  mayor  in  the  past. 

"I  don't  have  the  flexibility  that  others  have,"  he  says.  "I  work  for  a 
company.  I  don't  own  one."  But  destiny  appears  to  have  finally  called 
collect. 

Morrison,  who  majored  in  math  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  admits 
he  didn't  make  many  waves  as  a  student  before  he  received  his  degree 
in  1966.  He  walked  to  class  from  the  mill  hill,  the  first  of  his  family  to 
go  to  college,  thanks  to  a  track  scholarship. 

"My  wife  Gaye,  also  a  1966  L-R  graduate,  would  tell  you  I  was  shy 
back  then.  I  didn't  have  time  to  get  involved  in  many  activities.  In  fact 
you  probably  would  have  to  look  hard  to  find  me  in  the  yearbook," 
he  says.  Yet  his  "Mr.  Claremont"  image  has  evolved. 

A  former  teacher,  he  also  enjoyed  a  20-year  career  with  Southern 
Glove,  where  he  wound  up  as  national  sales  manager.  While  there,  he 
took  a  Dale  Carnegie  course  and  blossomed  by  traveling  and  making 
presentations.  He  also  credits  his  can-do  spirit  to  membership  in  the 
Jaycees,  a  brief  stint  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  town  council,  work  with 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  leadership  programs  and  serving  on  boards 
of  the  YMCA  and  United  Way.  He's  currently  president  of  St.  Mark's 
Lutheran  congregation  in  Claremont  and  is  scout  coordinator  as  well. 

"You  know  how  it  is.  You  sit  on  a  committee  and  one  thing  leads 
to  another  and  if  you  want  something  done,  you  ask  a  busy  person  to 
do  it." 

Some  have  likened  him  to  Jimmy  Stewart's  character  in  Mr.  Smith 
Goes  to  Washington.  He  is,  after  all,  a  friendly,  clean-cut  guy — perfect 
for  the  job. 

He  laughs,  "I  see  this  as  community  service,  not  politics.  I  don't 
have  an  agenda.  People  ask  me  what  to  call  me  now,  but  I'm  not  into 
titles.  You  can  just  call  me  Glenn.  ■

He's  home  again 

Ir.  Paul  Lutz  '56  has  already  spent  half  his  life  at  Lenoir-Rhyne, 
but  he's  thrilled  to  be  "home"  again. 

Lutz  was  an  L-R  trustee  for  27  years.  He's  now  Visiting  Pro- 
fessor of  Biology,  filling  in  for  Dr.  John  Bisbee,  who  is  on  leave  of 
absence. 

Recently  retired  from  UNC-Greensboro,  he  says  teaching  at  L-R  is 
something  he  has  wanted  to  do  for  a  long  time — more  than  30  years, 
to  be  exact.  In  1960,  with  a  doctorate  under  way  at  Chapel  Hill,  Lutz 
approached  President  Cromer  about  teaching  here,  but  no  positions 
were  available.  He  wound  up  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Greensboro  for  36  years,  becoming  known  widely  as  an  environmen- 
tal scientist  and  professor — a  career,  that  he  says  was  inspired  by 
Prof.  Mary  Gray. 

"I  had  thought  I  would  go  into  coaching,  but  after  her  course,  I 
decided  biology  was  for  me.  I  don't  think  she  knew  how  much 
impact  she  had  on  me  at  the  time,  and  I  certainly  wasn't  expecting 
it,"  Lutz  says. 

That  kind  of  inspiration  is  still  alive  and  well  here,  he  adds. 

"I  have  been  so  impressed  with  the  utter  dedication  of  the  peo- 
ple," he  says.  The  professor,  who  is  teaching  two  freshman  biology 
courses,  two  labs  and  two  upper-level  courses,  says  the  schedule  is 
more  grueling  than  he  had  imagined  for  a  small  "teaching"  institu- 
tion. Still,  in  spite  of  the  long  hours  and  hands-on  approach,  he  says 
he  approaches  each  day  with  joy. 

"Being  part  of  this  department  and  seeing  the  excellent  teaching 
going  on  here,  I  am  in  awe,"  he  says,  when  he  thinks  of  the  personal 
touch  the  college  still  gives  students  as  they  "walk  through  the  colle- 
giate experience.  The  faculty  go  so  far  above  and  beyond." 

He  noted  Biology  Career  Night  which  drew  100  people  to  cam- 
pus last  fall.  Like  the  rest  of  the  department,  he  helped  move  tables 
and  make  preparations.  "Even  though  we're  tired  from  a  full  day  and 
need  to  plan  for  the  next  day  or  grade  papers,  we're  there  because  it 
needs  to  be  done." 

Lutz,  who  has  published  many  books  and  articles  on  environ- 
mental issues  and  received  numerous  accolades  for  his  career  as  a 
professor,  says  receiving  an  L-R  honorary  doctorate  in  1983  and 
being  named  Distinguished  Alumnus  in  1994  were  his  greatest  hon- 
ors. So  is  being  here  now.  "It's  a  high  point  for  me,"  he  declares. 

A  native  of  Brookford,  Lutz  was  the  son  of  a  Lutheran  pastor  and 
came  to  L-R  in  the  path  of  his  parents  who  were  alumni.  It's  a  deci- 
sion he  has  never  regretted. 

And  now,  he  especially  appreci- 
ates the  slower  pace  of  a  small 
campus.  "Here  I  can  walk  to  work 
in  six  minutes,"  he  says. 

Not  many  people  ever  get  a 
chance  to  come  full  circle,  to  do 
what  they  truly  love  in  a  place  they 
love.  Lutz  and  his  wife,  Edith, 
plan  to  relocate  to  Hickory.  He 
intends  to  continue  at  L-R  in

Dr.  Ellis  Boatmon 

Dr.  Ellis  Boatmon,  64,  professor  of  history, 
died  Dec.  12. 

Dr.  Boatmon,  once  chairman  of  the  Social 
and  Behavioral  Sciences  Division,  taught  his- 
tory at  Lenoir-Rhyne  for  31 
years  and  specialized  in  20th 
century  U.S.  history.  He  had 
particular  interest  in  events 
surrounding  the  sinking  of 
the  Titanic  and  was  writing 
a  novel  about  it.  He  was  also 
a  fan  of  Gone  With  the  Wind, 
having  seen  the  movie  at 
least  20  times.  He  was  a 
long-time  supporter  of  local  theater  and 
wrote  a  column  on  live  theater  and  the 
cinema  for  the  Hickory  News. 

Dr.  Boatmon's  friendships  with  students, 
faculty,  staff,  alumni  and  the  community 
brought  eulogies  from  many  including 
Charles  Deal  '55,  editor/publisher  of  the 
Hickory  News. 

"There  are  no  former  students  who  don't 
appreciate  a  presentation  that  brought  history 
alive  and  made  the  most  insignificant  facts 
glow,"  Deal  said,  adding  "He  was  the  only 
writer  ever  on  the  newspaper  who  never 
missed  a  deadline."  On  the  stage,  Deal  said, 
he  was  in  his  element  "especially  if  he  had 
one  of  those  juicy  parts  of  a  bumbling,  blus- 
tering individual — an  exact  opposite  of  his 
own  character." 

Over  the  years,  Dr.  Boatmon  received  nine 
nominations  for  the  Kay  Award  at  the  Hicko- 
ry Community  Theatre  and  won  two,  includ- 
ing his  legendary  portrayal  of  Captain  Hook 
in  Peter  Pan. 

On  campus,  Dr.  Boatmon  was  adviser  to 
the  Interfraternity  Council,  adviser  to  the 
Hacawa,  was  the  PA.  announcer  for  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  basketball  and  coordinator  of  the 
annual  L-R  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  induction 
ceremonies.  For  many  years,  he  had  pro- 
duced summer  theater.  He  was  a  recipient  of 
both  the  Bost  and  Roediger  Awards  and 
chaired  the  L-R  Centennial  Observance  Com- 
mittee. In  1990,  he  co-authored  Fair  Star,  a 
history  of  the  college,  with  Jeff  Norris  '52. 

Dr.  Boatmon,  a  native  of  Hattiesburg, 
Miss.,  was  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi  and  the  University

While 
business  manager,  Mr.  Livengood  directed 
construction  of  Minges  Science  Building  and 
helped  also  with  Cromer  Center,  Lineberger 
Administration  Building,  Shuford  Physical 
Education  Center,  a  library  addition  and 
Rhyne  Building  addition  plus  residence  halls 
including  Conrad,  Isenhour  and  Price  Village. 
"He  instituted  many  of  the  college's  finan- 
cial management  procedures  and  saw  the 
operations  budget  grow  from  $1  million  to 
$10  million,"  Norris  added. 

Mr.  Livengood  was  also  active  in  a  variety 
of  church  and  civic  affairs.  At  his  retirement  in 
1985,  he  received  the  Trustees  Award  from  L-R.

Jr.  of  Ft.  Worth,  Texas;  daughters  Amelia

Prof.  Ralph  Lyerly,  retired  professor  of 
English,  died  Dec.  11  at  age  85. 
Mr.  Lyerly,  a  native  of  Granite  Quarry  was

Chapel  Hill.  He  specialized 
in  early  American  literature, 
English  literature,  grammar 
and  creative  writing. 

He  received  both  the 
Bronze  Star  and  Purple  Heart 
while  serving  as  an  Army 
sergeant  in  World  War  II. 
Mr.  Lyerly  taught  English  at 
L-R  from  1947  to  1976.  He 
received  an  SGA  Award  in  1960  for  editing 
the  student  government  constitution.  He  also 
authored  a  textbook  on  writing  college 
research  papers. 

Dr.  Bill  Shuford  '54,  his  former  professor 
and  colleague,  described  him  as  "highly  indi- 
vidualistic and  self-reliant,  frugal  and  austere- 
ly self-disciplined,  his  approach  to  life  was 
strongly  influenced  by  Emerson  and  Thore- 
au,  two  of  his  favorite  writers. . .  .Perhaps  his 
strongest  legacy  was  that  of  serving  as  men- 
tor to  the  many  in  his  classes  who  later  car- 
ried his  methods  and  concepts  into  their  own 
careers  as  teachers." 

Surviving  are  a  sister  and  several  nieces 
and  nephews.

Mr.  Miller  became  one  of  the  strongest  fans 
of  L-R  Athletics  for  some  40  years  and  attend- 
ed at  least  375  football  games,  the  last  being 
the  match  at  Elon  this  past  fall.

Mr.  Miller,  a  retiree  of  Seger  Water  Proof- 
ing, was  active  in  the  Piedmont  Educational 
Foundation  and  was  a  member  of  Second 
United  Church  of  Christ,  Lexington.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife,  Mary,  a  son  Robert  W 
Miller  '58  of  Burlington,  and  three  grand-
